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Large Grant Available For 
New School Construction 


The current issue of this paper 
carries a notice from the Olds 
School Division No. 31, signifying 
its intention to borrow $330,000.00 
for the purpose of building new 
school buildings at Carstairs and 
Didsbury. This is a matter that 
should receive the earnest consid- 
eration of every ratepayer in the 
Division, 

As of June 30th last, owing to 
lack of school room space, there 
were 85 children from this Division 
taking high school work outside 
the Division. This in itself is ample 
proof that more high school ac- 
commodation is needed within the 
Division, It has been found from 
experience that the present high 
school corriculum is best taught 
in schools large enough so that 
a considerable number of teachers, 
each specializing in certain lines 
of teaching, produce the best re- 
sults, Consequently, so far as high 
school is concerned, the best re- 
sults will no doubt be obtained by 
having a large central school for 
the Division, This practise is being 
followed almost universally now— 
the days of the country one or two 
room high schools are past, This 
can be verified by noting what 
other Divisions within the province 
are doing. The fine school build- 
ings you see while travelling 
through British Columbia and the 
United States are obviously too 
large to serve their immediate vi- 
cinity. The large high schools in 
the cities serve far more than 
their immediate neighborhood and 
many of the children living in the 
outlying districts have a consider- 
able distance to get to school 
every day, 
pear that in their plans to erect 
a large central high school the 
Divisional Board is merely keeping 
abreast of the times, 


If such a plant is to be built, | 


the matter of location should also 
be given consideration, The build- 
ing should be placed as nearly as 
possible to the geographical center 
of the division, Any deviation from 
this rule will result in somebody 
being further away from it than 
need be, It should be placed where 
transportation facilities are good. 
It should be placed only in a com- 
munity where water and sewer 
facilities are provided, The more 
people you congregate together 
the more difficult the sanitation 
problem becomes, Water and sew- 
erage plants are the only — safe

Alberta Surplus Will 


Retire Provincial Debt 


Surpluses being acquired by the 
Alberta government, chiefly from 
sale of oil lands, are being used 
to carry out a planned debt retire- 
ment scheme. Commenting on the 
financial report, C. K. Huekvale, 
provincial auditor, said Alberta's 
funded debt now has been reduced 
to $100,842,538, 


This is a reduction of $19,592,265 | 


as of June 30 from the amount of 
the funded debt at the same date 
a vear ago, 

The decrease in debt resulted 
from the province's June 1 redemp- 
tion of $79,645,302 worth of Pro- 
vince of Alberta) debentures and 
$454,962 worth of due treasury 
bills.

UNITED STATES CITIES 


“You can buy a better grade of 
beef in New York City than you 
can in Calgary, the heart of the 
Canadian beef industry,” is the 
opinion of Dr, frank Manolson, 
Calgary veterinarian, who has just 
returned from two years work and 
study with the U.S, Department of 
Agriculture and the Sloan-Ketter- 
ing Institute for Cancer Research 
(Memorial Hospital) in New York, 

Dr. Manolson says the explana- 
tion is that American buyers are 
Willingy to pay premium prices for 
beef cattle and the situation pre- 
vails in most parts of the U.S, 
Canadians, paying lower prices for 
meat, must content them- 
with lower grades, 

IHlowever, as well as higher meat 
prices, Dr, Manolson found in the 
U.S. a higher incidence of animal 
than in Canada. Hog 
almost unknown in Can- 
ada, is rampant in the US, “It's 
not unusual,” he said, “to see 
three or four hogs out of a truck 
load dead on arrival as a result of

WE NEED THE NEW SCHOOLS 


The public notice regarding the proposed new |, 


school buildings, to be built at Didsbury and Carstairs 
by the Olds School Division, appears for the second 
time in this week's edition of The Didsbury Pioneer, 
and the notice outlines the general plans of the finan- 
cing of the new structures. 

There is some opposition to the proposed plans 
for the building of the new schools, but t! 
is mostly from dis-interested parties or parents whose 
children have completed their education. This is only 
natural, but the fact remains that educaiion has pro- 
gressed to the point where every boy or girl s expected 
to get the best training in as many dilficrent subjects 
as it is possible to teach, and the students need this 
higher education if they are to take their places in 
organized society and contribute to the general welfare 
of the nation. 

There was a time when only a very few students 
went beyond grade eight in school, and they were con- 
sidered to have a good education. Today the standards 
demand a grade 12, and university training to be 
highly educated. 

For this reason more and more students are com- 
pleting their grade 12 at the local schools, and as a 
result the seats of Jearning are overcrowded and stud- 
ents cannot be accommodated. This is the situation in 
Didsbury and Carstairs today, and more facilities must 
be provided immediately if our boys and girls are to 
get their education as close to home as possible. 

That is the reason the Board of Trustees of the 
Olds School Division is planning for the construction 
of the new school buildings. Our only complaint is 
that they waited too long. The schools should have 
been built two years ago. Due to the delay some pupils 
cannot be accommodated at the local schools this year. 
If they want higher education they may have to go 
somewhere else to get it. Just how the Board of Trus- 
tees is going to decide between ‘your kids or mine” 
when selecting applicants for local schools this year 
will be a difficult problem. But this question must be 
faced until more and better school facilities are pro- 
vided for the boys and girls who will be the future 
citizens of our country.
